DNA test eliminates suspect, 
but hunt goes on for killer

The hunt for the killer of 
Northwest Airlines flight at- 
tendant Nancy Ludwig is con- 
tinuing, despite the fact that a 
recent DNA test has elimi- 
nated former Michigan car 
photographer Charles Rath- 
bun as a suspect in the 1990 
rape-murder. 

Romulus police feel they 
have some tissue samples from 
Ludwig’s killer found at that 


Feb. 25, 1990 murder site at the 
Romulus Airport Hilton. But 
recent DNA tests performed 
with California murder sus- 
pect Charles Rathbun’s blood 
samples failed to match him 
up with the tissue samples 
found at the murder scene. 

Rathbun already has been 
charged with the murder of 
former Los Angeles Raider 
cheerleader Linda Sobek. Cal- 
ifornia authorities say that 
Rathbun claims that he acci- 
dentally killed Sobek with his 


car and then buried her body 
when he feared he would be 
arrested for her murder. 

Police across the country 
then began checking their un- 
solved murder files, including 
one in the Lansing area, for 
any murder links to Rathbun. 

The reason Romulus and 
Lansing police got heavily in- 
volved in the Rathbun’s case, 
is because he formerly lived in 
Lansing and had a Michigan

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Oakley team forming 

Morris named key aide, Paul heads DPW

The new administration of 
Mayor William Oakley has be- 
gun to take shape with the ad- 
dition of veteran area 
businessman Thomas Morris 
as the mayor’s top assistant 
and Building, Safety and Engi- 
neering Director David Paul 
being switched to heading the 
Department of Public Works. 

Other changes include An- 
ita Johnson being placed in 
charge of the city’s personnel 
department and Debbie Dick 
returning as head of the city’s 
recreation department. 

Those changes were added 
to the earlier announcements 
that Rita McLenon, long-term 
city employee, is now Oakley’s 
administrative assistant and 
Hubert Staten is the new nu- 
mber two man in the DPW. 

Oakley’s former campaign 
manager Ron Hopson offered 
great enthusiasm last Friday 
by saying he was glad “Oakley 
landed on his feet running the 
city only hours after taking of- 
fice as mayor’’ following the 
Dec. 11 recount of the Nov. 7 
election. 

Oakley won the recount by 


13 votes. 

Hopson said he and Oakley 
met until the early morning 
hours to set up priorities for 
the new Oakley administra- 
tion, shortly after attending his 
first council meeting on Dec. 
11 . 

Convincing Morris to join 
the Oakley team was a major 
plus for Oakley, Hopson said, 
and should be a huge step up 
for city government. 

Morris, 51, is currently serv- 
ing as assistant to Oakley and 
will help fill many of the holes 
in city government leadership 
right now, caused by the heavy 
departure of department 
heads who served under ex- 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

Morris admits he will be 
wearing “many hats” as Oakley 
seeks to fill the various depart- 
ment heacP-positions during 
this hectic holiday season. 

Morris, a 1963 graduate of 
Romulus High School, is a 
member of an early Romulus 
family tracing its roots back to 
the 1850s. He served two years 
with the U.S. Army in 1969-70, 
including one year in Vietnam. 

He graduated from Michi- 
gan State University’s School 
of Business in 1967 and was in- 


volved in the Total petroleum 
business in Wayne County and 
other areas with his father, 
Carl W. Morris, and three 
brothers. 

One of his brothers, Donald 
R., has been named by Oakley 
to be a member of the city’s 
Planning Commission. Two 
other brothers, who worked in 
the family business, include 
Larry C. and James R. Morris. 

McLenon first worked for 
the city back in 1963 as a Water 
Department employee. She 
then worked for seven years 
with the Building Department, 
took two years off from work, 
and then worked for two years 
as City Council secretary. 

McLenon then worked two 
years as deputy treasurer, five 
years in the Community Devel- 
opment department and five 
years as the city’s purchasing 
agent 

Most recently McLenon 
served as an accounts payable 
representative at Oakwood 
Hospital. 

Johnson, 42, formerly 
served as personnel director 
back in the old Oakley admin- 
istration in the early 1980’s. 

A lifelong Romulus resi- 
dent, Johnson served on the 


student council before gradu- 
ating from Romulus High back 
in 1971. Since then she also has 
earned a cosmetology license 
and helped operate the Ra- 
zor’s Edge salon locally. 

Johnson said Tuesday morn- 
ing, “I love being part of the 
new Oakley administration, 
just like I did when he served 
as mayor earlier.” 

Dick, 43, replaced Recre- 
ation Department Director 
Brian Hitsky on Monday. She 
formerly served as recreation 
director in Romulus from 1984 
until 1989 under McAnally. 
Earlier she served in a similar 
post in Wayne from 1970 to 
1984. 

Since leaving the Romulus 
recreation post, Dick said, she 
has continued to be involved 
in recreation, serving as a ref- 
eree in volleyball, softball and 
basketball matches. 

Dick is excited to return as 
recreation director and finds 
that much of old staff still is 
employed there. 

She says any parent or lo- 
cal resident wishing to make 
suggestions to the Recreation 
Department is welcome to call 
her or staff members at 
942-6852. 


In what was considered a 
surprise move by some, the 
newest 34th District Court 
Judge Tina Brooks Green will 
serve as chief judge of the dis- 
trict beginning Jan. 2, 1996. 

With the historic change. 
Green will become the first 
woman to hold that title in the 
district’s history. The appoint- 
ment lasts for two years. 

Green, when informed of 
the appointment, revealed she 
is “excited about the oppor- 
tunities the appointment of- 
fers her and the court in total.” 

She said all the chief jus- 
tices in Wayne County will 
meet jointly in Dearborn on 
Jan. 24 to discuss many issues, 
including probably the court 
reorganization issue in Wayne 
County 

“One of the key words I hear 
from my fellow judges is the 
need for consistency in the 
courts,” Green continued, 
“and that should be welcome 
news to the public.” 

The other phrase now being 
bandied about judicial circles, 
Green said, is the need for 
“hands on management by the 
chief judge.” Green expressed 
appreciation for that also, 
since as she said “they have 
been my buzz words for the 
past year or more.” 

Green said she was happy 
also that recently elected 
Judge Mark J. Plawecki of the 
20th District was named chief 
judge in Dearborn Heights, 
giving her the strong concept 
that new ideas will be focused 
on and encouraged in the 
Michigan Court System this 
coming year. 

The decision was an- 
nounced earlier this week by 
the Michigan Supreme Court, 
along with more than 100 other 
chief judgeships across the 
state. 

“The Supreme Court has 
chosen a highly skilled, highly 
professional and conscien-

tious group of judges to lead 
the court in an era that prom- 
ises a great deal of excitement 
and change,” Chief Justice 
James H. Brickley announced. 

‘‘We are confident the 
judges’ ideas and dedication 
will result in a high quality of 
justice for all Michigan resi- 
dents,” Brickley continued. 

The top court has assumed 
the responsibility of appoint- 
ing chief justices to increase 
the accountability and respon- 
siveness within the judicial 
system and foster consistent 
judicial services in all state 
courts. 

Chief judges had previously 
been elected by the members 
of their own benches. 

Chief judges will administer 
guidelines and standards to 
improve court performances. 
Jury management and trial 
court budgeting guidelines are 
now being developed by the 
Supreme Court and trial court 
representatives. Case flow 
managements and court secu- 
rity guidelines will follow. 

The top court based its se- 
lections on judicial experi- 
ence, training and leadership 
qualities, Brickley said. It also 
considered the ability to moti- 
vate and work collegially with 
fellow judges and court admin- 
istrative staff and foster a cli- 
mate of innovation and 
change.

Detroit Metro Airport was 
closed 10 to 12 minutes and a 
pilot escaped serious injury 
early Friday morning, when 
his cargo plane failed to en- 
gage its landing gear as he 
made a near-emergency land- 
ing. 

Metro Airport spokesman 
Michael Conway revealed the 
small Air Transport Industries 
cargo plane traveling from 
Flint to Louisville was deve- 
loping a rough engine and thus 
the pilot decided to stop at 
Metro for a check. 

No concern was expessed 
initially at the airport shortly 
after 4 a.m., as the pilot said he 
had no knowledge that his 


landing gear was not operat- 
ing. 

“But when the heavy 
scraping sound occurred and 
massive sparks developed off 
the runway,” Conway said, “the 
airport’s fire department was 
alerted.” 

The airport was closed 
briefly until it was determined 
that the lone occupant of the 
plane was not hurt and the 
runway that is usually used for 
Metro’s international flights 
was shutdown from 4:25 to 9:30 
a.m., Conway revealed. 

Neither shutdown affected 
the airport’s schedule, he said. 

There was no apparent 
damage to the runway, Conway 
said Friday. The plane sus- 
tained heavy skinning of its 
bottom as it skidded along the 
runway.

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Bosnian action 
splits family 
during holiday

A local city official’s family 
got good news and bad news 
this past week in regard to the 
growing U.S. peace keeping ef- 
forts in Bosnia. 

City Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals Chairman Stanley Kreft 
and his wife, Phyllis, had re- 
ceived word earlier that both 
their 20-year-old daughter, 
Susan, a 1993 Romulus High 
School graduate and her hus- 
band, Juan Tovar, might be 
headed for Bosnia as members 
of the U.S. Army. 

But last week the Krefts 
were “elated” to receive the 
joyous word that Susan was be- 
ing afforded a chance to spend 
two weeks (including the 
Christmas and New Years holi- 
days) in Romulus with her fam- 
ily. She was scheduled to 
arrive at Detroit Metro Airport 
yesterday. 

At the same time they re- 


ceived the less than nappy 
news that their son-in-law (an 
Army communications spe- 
cialist) already was enroute to 
the troubled land also known 
as the former Yugoslavia. 

Mrs. Kreft said obviously 
her daughter is worried about 
her husband. 

The young soldiers were 
married on Aug. 26 and most 
recently were stationed in Ger- 
many. 

While home the Krefts are 
going to visit Susan’s 79-year- 
old grandmother Adella 
Dalton in Lachine, Mich. 

Susan is assigned to an 
Army transportation unit in 
Germany and has received no 
confirmation of her next as- 
signment at this time, her par- 
ents said. 

The Krefts remained con- 
cerned about the future since 
35 percent of the Army person- 
nel going to Bosnia are women, 
but are joyftil about the holi- 
day adventures before them 
right now.

driver’s license until early this 
year. 

Two years ago 19-year-old 
Rose Larner of Lansing, who 
lived a short distance from 
Rathbun’s neighborhood, was 
reported missing. Her body 
has never been found, but it is 
strongly believed that she met 
foul play. 

Ludwig, 41 of Minntonka, 
Minn., reportedly was raped 
and had her throat slashed by 
her attacker in 1990. 

No definite suspect has 
been identified, but Romulus 
police were told that a tall 
white man between the ages of 
25 and 35 was seen around the 
Airport Hilton the night of the 
murder. 

Rathbun is white, blond and 
38 years of age, factors that ad- 
ded to Romulus police interest 
in his DNA tests. 

But Romulus Police Chief 
Daryl Poe admitted several 
weeks ago, “We have nothing 
at this time to even link Rath- 
bun being in Romulus around 
the time of Ludwig’s death.” 

Ludwig’s husband, Arthur, 
has remained active in seeking 
citizen involvement in his 
wife’s murder case. An $80,000 
reward has been offered by 
Ludwig for information that 
leads to the solving of the case. 

Detective Sgt. Daniel 
Snyder said while Rathbun 
has apparently been elimi- 
nated as a suspect, the murder 
case remains open and active.

Environmental Disposal 
Systems Inc Vice President 
Austin Marshall is asking 
Councilman William Wad- 
sworth to explain why EDS 
could soon have two hazardous 
deep well facilities in Ro- 
mulus and collect substantial 
damages from the city as well. 

Marshall’s statements were 
not aimed at Wadsworth di- 
rectly, but were included in a 
letter mailed to Russ Harding, 
director of the Department of 
Environmental Quality in Lan 
sing. 

Marshall’s letter came in re- 
sponse to Wadsworth’s letter to 
Harding asking “help in pre- 
venting the drilling of another 


well until all issues have been 
decided in the courts on the 
previous idle test well.” Wad- 
sworth’s letter appears today 
in its entirety on Page A-6. 

In Wadsworth’s letter he 
criticizes the library selected 
for display of the EDS project 
materials and the fact that for 
mer Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources official A1 
Rarick, now is in the employ of 
EDS. 

Marshall in his response let 
ter said the selection of the li 
brary was made by the EPA, 
not EDS and that Rarick is a 
“very knowledgeable individ 
ual . and for Wadsworth to 
state (his employment with 
EDS) is improper is not only 
wrong, but there is no basis 
whatsoever for such a state- 


ment” 

Marshall’s letter stated City 
Attorney Barry Seifman pro- 
vided four legal opinions stat- 
ing the city had no jurisdiction 
over the well, the last only 11 
days before the city filed its 
lawsuit against EDS to stop the 
well. 

“We believe that what really 
irritates Wadsworth is the fact 
that for the last two years, he, 
ex-Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and other city officials and 
their attorneys have been say- 
ing that EDS constructed its 
well in the wrong zoning dis- 
trict,” Marshall’s letter con 
tinues stating recently EDS 
has since purchased land in 
such an MT-2 zone recom- 
mended by the city.

EDS proposes to construct the disposal wells in Romulus’ Ml -2 zoning district and to inject 
non-hazardous and hazardous liquid wastes into the wells after well tests verify the suitability 
of the wells to USEPA for such use. EDS Well No. 1-12 will be located in the SW 1/4, 

NW 1/4, SE 1/4 of Section 12, T3S, ROE in Wayne County, Michigan Liquids will be 
injected into a confined, porous rock formation approximately 4020 feet below the surface. 
EDS Well No. 2-12 surface location will be in the SW 1/4, NW 1/4, SE 1/4 of Section 12. 
T3S, R9E in Wayne County. Michigan. Liquids will be injected into a confined, porous 
rock formation approximately 4020 feet below the surface at an approximate bottom hole 
location described as the SE 1/4, NE 1/4, SW 1/4 of Section 12. The wells will be located 
south of I 94; west of Inkster Road and Total Oil’s petroleum storage facility and Ajax 
Paving’s asphalt plant; north of Shell Oil’s and Union 76 Oil’s petroleum storage facilities 
and the railroad tracks; and east of Middlebelt Road.

War on drug dealers continues in Western Wayne County 


By IVAN HELFMAN

“I can’t say that the war 
against drugs will ever end but 
that doesn’t mean we’ll quit 
fighting." said Michigan State 
Police Lt. Sandra Miller. 

Miller commands Western 
Wayne Criminal Investiga- 
tions, an undercover narcotics 
unit staffed and partially 
funded by 18 area commu- 
nities and assisted by the state 
police, including its crime lab 
in Northville. Most of the fund 
ing comes from suspects’ for 
feitures. 

The funding has enabled 
the organization to purchase 
sophisticated equipment to 
deal with the high tech dealers 
of today, some of whom use mo 
bile phones and computers to 
peddle their contraband. 

“The state police have 
computer crime experts. We 
keep up with the changing 


times," she said. 

Thanks to the state police, 
the unit has access to helicop 
ters and planes equipped with 
heat detecting equipment that 
can detect indoor marijuana 
greenhouses from the sky. 

“Close to 300 plants were 
seized from a home in Garden 
City.” said Miller. “We also 
seized a Sumpter indoor 
grower’s crop." 

Since its formation in 1986, 
the covert crime fighters have 
had their hands full combating 
mostly cocaine, crack, and 
marijuana sales and usage, 
concentrating on low- to mid- 
level dealers and distributors. 
With heroin and LSD use in- 
creasing, officers have been 
arresting a small amount of 
sellers and users of those 
drugs, too. 

Area youth smoke a little 
more marijuana and drop a lit- 
tle more LSD than the national 
average, Miller noted in her 


Concealed weapons 
restrictions remain

A statewide bill that would 
have loosened restrictions on 
concealed weapons, opposed 
by many western Wayne 
County Police Departments, is 
considered dead for the lime 
being, the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne Mayors was fold 
last Friday. 

Marcia Bianconi, assistant 
director of the CWW, told the 
board members in Dearborn 
Heights City Hall, that the bill 
(reported to be strongly sup 
ported by rural area residents 
and legislators) was sent back 
to the state House Judiciary 
Committee, where it report- 
edly died on Dec. 6. 

Back on Nov. 21, the CWW 
sent a strong letter opposing 
the concealed weapons bill to 
State Rep. Alan Crbysfey. Ex : 
plaining the CWW includes 
governmental leaders of 18 
communities involving 650,000 
residents, the letter said the 
group was opposed to abolish- 
ing local gun boards, that cur- 
rently are in charge of 
determining who should be 
granted permission to carry 


concealed weapons. 

House Bill 4720 would have 
empowered the Secretary of 
State to automatically issue 
the concealed weapons’ li- 
cense to anyone over the age of 
18, with limited exceptions 
(namely convicted felons or 
metally ill persons). 

The CWW letter submitted 
by Executive Director Daniel 
Gilmartin stated, “The serious- 
ness of the issue will not allow 
us in good conscience to com- 
promise the safety of any com- 
inunity. Public opinion 
strongly opposes any measures 
which would substntially in- 
crease the number of con- 
cealed weapons in our 
communities, especially in 
government and public build- 
ings. schools, sports arenas, 
banks, licensed liquor estab- 
lishments and retail outlets.”

Gilmartin’s letter added, 
“Asking the Secretary of State 
to become involved in what 
traditionally have been law 
enforcement matters is a step 
in the wrong direction.” 

The letter was co-signed by 
local mayors and other munic- 
ipal officials.

Deep well 
opposed 

To the editor: 

I am writing you in the 
hopes you can prevent Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (E.D.S.) from drilling a 
new “test” well in the city of 
Romulus. 

, It sickens me to think that 
governmental agencies might 
grant E.D.S. the permission 
to drill another well in our 
City, when the previous 
“test” well is currently sit- 
ting idle while this issue is 
in litigation. How can the 

D. N.R. permit this to happen 
when very serious legal 
questions exist with the ex- 
isting well? 

E.D.S.’s track record from 
the start of this project has 
been poor and they have not 
been up front with the citi- 
zens of Romulus. Here are 
just a few examples: 

1) There was never a no- 
tice of the proposed public 
hearing published in the of- 
ficial Romulus newspaper. 

2) The documents to be re- 
viewed were located in the 
Dearborn Public Library, not 
the Romulus Public Library. 

3) Mr. Al Rarick while 
working for the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (MDNR). prior to re- 
tiring. issued the permits for 

E. D.S. Mr. Al Rarick now 
works as a consulting expert 
for E.D.S. 

4) E.D.S. did not appear in 


front of the Romulus Plan- 
ning Commission prior to 
constructing the well as re- 
quired by City Ordinance. 

5) E.D.S. never appeared 
before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals until forced by the 
Courts. 

E.D.S. has repeatedly told 
City officials that the City 
has no jurisdiction over their 
planned development. To 
force E.D.S. to follow all zon- 
ing guidelines, as every oth- 
er company in the City does, 
the City of Romulus was 
forced to take legal action. 
The Wayne County Circuit 
Court ruled the City does 
have the right to enforce its 
zoning ordinances. The Fed- 
eral Court dismissed E.D.S.’s 
$103 million lawsuit which 
was filed against myself, oth- 
er Council Members, the 
Mayor and Building Depart- 
ment Director. 

To date, the city of Romu- 
lus has spent more than 
$427,653 in legal fees fighting 
an E.P.A. and D.N.R. permit- 
ted well and the case has not 
even gone to trial yet. 

I question what this haz- 
ardous waste deep well will 
do to our City in 20, 30 or 
even 50 years from now. I 
question the close proximity 
to our residential neighbor- 
hoods and the means of 
transporting the hazardous 
waste by trucks and trains to 
the well site. It has been a 
common occurrence to read 
in the newspapers how cities 
have been evacuated be- 
cause of leaking trucks or

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trains containing hazardous 
substances. 

The city of Romulus has a 
grass roots organization 
called RECAP (Romulus En- 
vironmental Citizens Against 
Pollution) who oppose this 
well. They don’t stand to 
make millions of dollars on 
this development like E.D.S. 
This small group only asks to 
live in their neighborhoods 
without fear, and with the 
hope that in the future, the 
halting of the well will pre- 
vent a negative impact on 
their community. 

This Councilman is 
adamantly opposed to any 
commercial disposal well in 
this City or anywhere in this 
State! Companies should be 
recycling and reusing their 
waste not pumping it down 
into the ground. 

In closing, I am asking for 
your help in preventing the 
drilling of another well until 
all issues have been decided 
in the Courts on the previous 
idle “test” well.

Minors’ work bill 
opposed 

7b the editor: 

Those who care about fun- 
damental fairness for children 
will want to voice their opposi- 
tion to a bill that has moved 
through both chambers of the 
legislature without much pub- 
lic notice. Senate Bill 542 
amends Michigan’s child labor 
laws to allow 16 and 17 years 
olds to work up to 1 1 hours per 
day and up to 62 hours per 
week in Michigan food pro- 
cessing plants without any 
rights to be paid the state mini- 
mum wage of $3.35/hour or to 
be paid time-and-a-half for 
overtime over 40 hours of 
work. 

The bill was introduced by 
State Senator George 
McManus, Republican of Tra- 
verse City on behalf of the food 
processing industry. Promoted 
as a way “to cut paperwork,” 
the bill also waives the food 
processors’ obligation to file 
for a waiver with the Michigan 
Department of labor in order 
to employ minors. Current law 
allows 16 and 17 year olds to 
work up to 48 hours per week 
for food processors. Adults em- 
ployed by the food processors 
are entitled to be paid at least 
$3.35/hour and time-and-a-half 
for overtime. 

I urge readers to write or 
call the Governor to voice your 
opposition to SB 542.

Empowerment 

New powers’ both good, bad

A recent scandal at Daiwa 
Bank in Tokyo was caused, ac- 
cording to one source, by too 
much empowerment which 
had eliminated some of the 
checks and balances that had 
previously been in effect. The 
result was the loss of $1.1 bil- 
lion due to unauthorized 
trades. 

In another example, em- 
ployees who were empowered 
to make daily work schedule 
decisions chose to schedule 
their flex time to maximize 
their own convenience which 
caused a reduction in their 
availability to customers. 
These examples raise a thorny 
issue since so many organiza- 
tions are moving toward in- 
creasing employee 
empowerment. Is this the right 
thing to do? The answer is yes 
(and no). 

Clearly, there are many ar- 
guments in favor of increasing 
employee empowerment. 
More creative energy is un- 
leashed, and cycle times are 
reduced due to decisions be- 
ing made closer to the action. 
Greater employee involve- 
ment tends to reduce absen- 
teeism, grievances, turnover, 
and most of all improvement 
in the quality of products and 
services. 

Then why is there any diffi- 



culty? The difficulty comes in 
the myriad of situational con- 
tingencies surrounding spe- 
cific decisions to be made. For 
example, some companies 
have attempted to implement 
empowerment programs with 
little or no employee training. 
It is like throwing a non-swim- 
mer into the deep end of the 
pool to learn to swim. Any of us 
put in a situation without ade- 
quate training or preparation 
is likely to fail. This sometimes 
leads to management frustra- 
tion since some managers 
don’t believe in empowerment 
in the first place. 

Empowerment has four 
parts: 

Authority: In order to be 
empowered, employees have 
to have the authority to decide. 
This is the most basic defini- 
tion of empowerment. 

Resources: Second, em- 
ployees cannot act upon their 
ideas unless they are given suf- 
ficient resources to act. One 
work group came up with the 
idea of adding a hydraulic ho- 
ist lift to help shipping clerks 
lift heavy boxes. The com- 
pany’s management liked the 
idea, but lacked the tens of 


thousands of dollars to pur- 
chase the hoist lift. 

Information: Third, if em 
ployees are not provided suffi 
cient information they are 
likely to fail in their attempts 
to make effective decisions. 
Some organizations have in- 
stalled computer terminals 
around the plant to allow em- 
ployees to have more up to 
date information. In fact, West- 
inghouse reportedly put nu- 
merical key pads in their 
meeting rooms and each per- 
son enters his or her salary 
into the computer as they en- 
ter the room. When the meet 
ing begins, the computer starts 
a continuous readout of the 
cost of the salaries of the peo- 
ple in that meeting. They re- 
ported that they cut their 
meeting times in half when 
people realized more specifi- 
cally how much their conver- 
sations were costing. So 
information is empowering. 

Accountability: Clearly, all 
of us need to be held account- 
able for the decisions we 
make. 

Finally, the most important 
element in empowerment is 
the relationship between the 
employees and their leaders. 
If employees are eager to do 
their best, and their leaders 
encourage and support that at- 
titude, empowerment will 
flourish. If either part of this 
equation is lacking, empower- 
ment will just be a fad.

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Bennett’s proposal seeks to change school elections

Led by State Sen. Loren Be- 
nnett (Canton R), a group of 
former municipal clerks 
turned state legislators are 
challenging the ability of 
Michigan school boards to con- 
trol their own elections. 

However, school boards and 
powerful school employees’ 
unions oppose the reform. 

“We should have the con- 
trol, not the state’s representa- 
tives and senators,” said Jere 
Dolph, Van Buren School 
Board presdient. 

Since 1920, school boards 
I * have been able to pick the 
time and place of their elec- 
tions. By holding school board 
- elections in unfamiliar places 
and by not scheduling them on 
the November ballot, some 
school boards have been able 
> to virtually eliminate public 
L participation, with the excep- 
tion of school employees, a fair 
amount of tax protesters, a lim- 
ited number of parents, and a 
smattering of civic- minded 
• people. 


The disenfranchisement 
has been so effective in the 
Van Buren School District that 
less than 600 votes were cast in 
the June 1995 school board 
election. Martha Toth and Karl 
Gorman were reelected with 
less than 300 votes each. 

This compares to the 11,870 
Belleville, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren residents who voted in 
the November 1994 election 
for state representative - al- 
most 2,000 percent more. 

With more than 23,000 regis- 
tered voters in the area, 97.5 
percent didn’t vote. 

To correct the statewide dis- 
enfranchisement, which had 
been introduced in 1920, Ben- 
nett has introduced legislation 
in the senate to limit most 
elections in Michigan to three 
days: the November election 


day, the August primary day, 
and an undetermined day in 
April. Exceptions would only 
be made for recall and 
vacancy-filling elections. 

“As far as controlling the 
elections, the schools will be 
out,” said Bennett. “I want to 
provide more accountability 
and more control by putting 
elections in the hands of tax 
payers, where they belong.” 

Cutting out the schools’ ad- 
ministration of their elections 
would eliminate the money 
wasted on duplication of elec- 
tion facilities, employees, pa- 
perwork, and equipment, he 
said. 

Bennett became sensitive to 
the disenfranchisement when 
he served as Canton Towns- 
hip’s clerk and he ran all elec- 
tions but the schools.

“People were always com- 
plaining to me that there were 
so many elections that they 
had a hard time keeping track 
of them,” he said. “People ex- 
pected to vote in November. 
My proposal will diminish the 
confusion.” 

Bennett’s proposal would 
permit voters to vote at the 
same place. Many voters are so 
used to their general election 
precincts that they get lost 
when they try to vote in a 
school election. 

“People were so confused 
when they tried to find the pol 
ling place in Van Buren’s Octo- 
ber 1995 bond election that 
many couldn’t vote. I can name 
three or four examples,” said 
Lou Kovach, a former bond op- 
position leader. 

Dolph explained why Van 
Buren’s school board opposes 
the reforms. 

“Municipalities have 
enough elections now,” he 
said. Michigan’s munici- 
palities handle 5 million vo- 
ters. 

“They can’t handle their 


own elections because they 
can't get people to man the vot- 
ing booths and count the bal- 
lots,” he continued. “Control of 
school elections should re- 
main in the districts.” 

But Rep. Bob Brackenridge 
(Berrien- R), a former county 
clerk who is sponsoring the 
house version of the reforms, 
said that school boards may 
come on board the reform 
bandwagon now that school fi- 
nancing is no longer depen- 
dent on millage elections. 

Before voters approved a 
1994 sales tax increase dedi- 


cated to financing education, 
cash strapped school boards 
relied heavily on millage elec- 
tions for revenue. No wonder 
they insisted on controlling 
the millage elections, which 
they were allowed to hold ev- 
ery 30 days. 

Bennett believes that the re- 
forms would have never been 
proposed before voters en- 
acted term limits in Michigan. 

“The value of term limits is 
that legislators are no longer 
afraid of to tackle unpopular 
issues for reasons of prose rv 
ing their jobs,” he said.

History of

What does Santa Claus re- 
ally look like? 

For most of us we picture a 
chubby man with a jolly face, 
long snowy beard and glisten- 
ing deep blue eyes. 

But, for one Michigan artist, 
Kris Kringle resembles his 
neighbor, and he made the im- 
age so lifelike and lovable that 
it has been adored by millions 
of people throughout the 
world for more than 60 years. 

Recently the story of how 
the Coca-Cola Santa evolved 
was brought to life by Val Ber- 
ryman, a collector of 
Christmas paraphernalia and 
admirer of Haddon Hubbard 
Sundblom’s Coca-Cola Claus 
creations, in Michigan History 
magazine. 

“In order to gather the re- 
search for this story, I worked 
with the director of Coca-Cola 
archives and went to the Mich- 
igan State University library to 
get the background of Haddon 
Sundblom.” said Berryman. 

Berryman found that almost 
every year, from 1931 to 1964. 
Sundblom painted new illus- 
trations of Santa Claus for 
Coca-Cola’s holiday print ad- 
vertising campaigns. 

It was in 1925 at the age of 26 
when Sundblom and two 


friends opened their own Chi- 
cago advertising agency with 
Sundblom acting as the artistic 
director. 

Throughout the years he 
created some of the nation’s 
best-known advertising im- 
ages: the Quaker Oats man, the 
Cream of Wheat man and Aunt 
Jemima, according to 
Berryman. 

“I think one of the most sur- 
prising things I find out about 
him through my research is 
that he worked with Coca-Cola 
for many years, but he didn’t 
like the taste of Coke,” said 
Berryman. “He enjoyed his 
work and loved painting Santa 
Claus.” 

Berryman said Sundblom 
was the youngest of nine chil- 
dren. After his mother died 
when he was only 13, he de- 
cided to go to Chicago. 

“He worked office jobs with 
several contractors,” Berry- 
man said. “Eventually he at- 
tended night classes in art and 
architecture with the intention 
of becoming an architect.” 

When Sundblom turned 19, 
Berryman said he made his 
mind up to become an artist. 

“He attended classes at the 
Art Institute of Chicago and 
the American Academy of 
Art," said Berryman. “In 1920 
he earned an apprenticeship 
with Charles Everett Johnson 


where he not only ran errands 
but also watched artists work- 
ing and studied their 
techniques.” 

After opening his own 
agency in 1925, Sundblom 
eventually worked his way to 
setting the pattern and style 
for Coca-Cola’s advertising, ac- 
cording to Berryman. 

“When he started creating 
Santa Claus, he originally used 
his neighbor Lou Prentice,” 
said Berryman. “After the 
death of Lou, Haddon then 
used his own face after a rec- 
ommendation from his friend.” 

Sundblom developed var- 
ious themes each Christmas 


for Santa Claus which in- 
cluded the Kris Kringle carry- 
ing war bonds in his sack 
during World War II. 

Berryman said he found out 
through his research that Sun- 
dblom often worked alone in 
his eighth floor studio on Mich- 
igan Avenue in Chicago, and 
he never adhered to a set 
schedule. 

“He would work four hours 
one day and then 16 or 20 an- 
other day,” said Berryman. 

Inducted into the Illustra- 
tors Hall of Fame in 1987, Sun- 
dblom’s last two Santa 
creations were completed in 
1964 after Coca-Cola decided 


to concentrate its advertising 
dollars in television instead of 
print media. 

He died, according to Berry- 
man, while painting a portrait 
of Christ. 

“Still to this day when I 
think of Santa Claus, the only 
picture that comes into my 
mind is the one that Haddon 
Sundblom created,” said Ber- 
ryman. “I know it is also in the 
minds of children of all ages 


throughout the world.” 

Berryman, who is a curator 
of history at the Michigan State 
University museum, likes the 
image of Santa Claus so much 
himself that he has an exten- 
sive collection of Kris Kringle 
figures from all over the world, 
and a wide variety of miscella- 
neous Christmas items. 

Many of my items are in 
displays during the holidays at 
mails.

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Newest player on block beats champ

The newest player on the 
block may just be the best 
player in the Mega Conference 
Red Division. 

Dearborn and senior point- 
guard Kevin Kreger sent a 
message via an impressive

way to get around the out- 
standing Belleville athletes. 

Playing on the Pioneer 
hardwood, the Tigers failed to 
adjust to the new environs as 
Dearborn quickly cashed in on 
several defensive mismatches 
to run up a 20-9 first-period 
lead. 

With Kreger leading the 
charge, Dearborn continued to 
crush any Belleville attempt of 


a comeback. The Pioneers 
managed to handle the Tigers’ 
full-court press, and allowed 
Belleville to shoot from three- 
point range, while taking away 
their inside game. 

At halftime, Belleville was 
looking at an incredible 35-18 
deficit. No team in recent 
years has humiliated a 
Garland-coached club as did 
Dearborn Friday night. 


Dearborn, a dominate force 
a year ago in the White Divi- 
sion in the three-tier (Red, 
White and Blue) Mega Confer- 
ence was given the green light 
to move into the Red Division, 
the toughest of the three divi- 
sions, this season. 

Although Garland managed 
to make some adjustments dur- 
ing the halftime the Tigers 
never got within 10 of their 
newest rivals.

Much-maligned Wayne 
Memorial got down to the 
serious business of defen- 
ding their share of the Mega 
Conference, Red Division 
hoops title. 

Coach Chuck Henry and 
his Zebras destroyed Ro- 
mulus 89-74 Friday night in 
their first-ever meeting in 
the Mega -Conference, 

The defending co-champs 
got a pair of sterling perfor- 
mances from junior captain 
Lorenzo Guess and Rodney 
Hurst, who wasted little 
time in establishing the 
tempo of the game and 
Wayne’s superiority in the 
game. 

It was Wayne’s fast pace 
and experience that Ro- 
mulus couldn’t cope with 
that helped lead to their de- 
mise, according to Romulus 
coach Guy DelGiudice. 

“Wayne pressured us 
with their full-court press 
and forced us to play their 
style of game,” DelGiudice 
said. “We just couldn’t han- 
dle it They have an excel- 
lent team - no doubt about 
it.” 

The loss snapped a mod- 
est Romulus three-game 
winning streak. Earlier in 
the week, the Eagles

Glenn jumped on Franklin 
early, bolting to a 16 2 lead in 
the first four minutes of their 
game as Jon Becher, a 6-5 cen 
ter, and Dave Jarrett came 
through with five and four 
points.

“I do things 
differently,” Anderson said, of 
the way the captains were cho- 
sen.

I choose the floor-captain, 
by looking at who will be the 
most diplomatic, because she 
will have to deal with the 
referees.” 

Anderson has set many

Poinsettia plants brighten holidays

Sharing popularity with 
mistletoe and holly, the 1 best 
known holiday plant is the 
poinsettia. 

First introduced in bright, 
red tones, poinsettias now 
come in shades of pink and 
white to accent any holiday 
decor. 

Showy scarlet, pink or white 
bracts beneath small yellow 
flowers form the poinsettia, a 
tropical American shrub 
which was brought to the U.S. 
by J.R. Poinsett, the U.S minis- 
ter to Mexico in the mid 1800s. 

Some 1.000 poinsettias are 
currently blooming in all their 
holiday glory at Willow Run 
Farms in Van Buren Towns- 
hip, said James Quinn who 
heads the hydroponic farm op 
eration and greenhouse 
facility. 

“We've get pinks, whites and 
reds, but none of them for sale 
here," Quinn said, explaining 
that most of the plants will be 
sold in a fund raising effort by 
a mental health agency and 
others will lind theii way into 
the homes of employees 

“This is the second year that 
we’ve grown poinsettias here,” 
Quinn said. “It takes some ef- 
fort, but there is a lot of help 
available from the Michigan 
State University Extension 
Service and agricultural 
agencies. 

“From August on. publica- 
tions remind poinsettia 
growers of all of the dangers to 
be aware of," Quinn said.

Poinsettias are unique in 
that their blooms are triggered 
by the diminishing of daylight. 

“It sounds strange, but if 
you want them to bloom, you 
shut the light off,” he said. 

Part of the challenge in 
growing poinsettias is to see 
that they have the right 
amount of light. The shorter 
days of December trigger the 
plant to bloom, but if there is 
too much light from other 
sources - for example, a large 
residential development with 
bright street lights - the plants 
will be influenced by their 
light, he said. 

“The one thing that a poin- 
settia grower doesn’t want is a 
big development near by,” 
Quinn said The same goes for 
busy highways, although our 
proximity to Interstate-94 
doesn’t influence the plants 
here. It could if we were adja 
cent to the road." 

Although poinsettias are 
the main focus of the Willow 
Run Farms staff at this time, 
they are also involved in the 
growing of herbs. 

“We sell a lot of potted 
herbs, usually in the spring

Last wish 

Brother dying of AIDS makes Christmas wish

He has only a few more months to 
live, but Wayne resident Daniel 
Gawley doesn’t want a trip around 
the world or anything materialistic 
for himself. 

His last wish is for his sister Lisa 
Lepola and niece, Melissa. Gawley 
wants to give his sister a Christmas 
memory that will last a lifetime, and 


he has asked the Michigan Commu- 
nity Newspapers (MCN) to assist him 
with this precious gift. 

Gawley is afflicted with AIDS, 
and he said his funds have depleted 
over the last few months due to not 
being able to work since Christmas 
of 1994. 

“My sister hasn’t bought herself 
anything in such a long time,” said 
Gawley. "She worries about her 
daughter and her bills. She is a low 


income ADC family.” 

Gawley and his sister have a very 
special relationship. They call each 
other every day and help one an- 
other out when possible. 

“In previous years I use to help 
her out financially,” said Gawley. 
“Since our parents passed away in 
1990, it has been very difficult. 
There is no way I can help her this 
month. I have never had to ask for 
! help. I hope you could find it in your 


heart to help me out” 

Gawley said his mother had suf- 
fered a long illness before she died 
in 1990. His father died of a heart 
attack only a few weeks after the 
death of his wife. 

“They loved each other very 
much,” said Gawley. “Right before 
my mother passed away, my father 
said to her. 'I’ll see you up in

The Michigan Community News- 
papers (MCN) “Christmas Wishes 
Will Come True” program was a 
huge success this year with area 
businesses donating goods and ser- 
vices to more than 200 needy fami- 
lies in the Western Wayne County 
area. 

More than $11,000 in food, 
clothing and toys was gathered by 
the MCN Christmas Wishes commit- 
tee which consisted of: Mike Wilcox- 
publisher, Margo Dewey-News Edi- 
tor; Kim Woloskie-Westland re- 
porter; Rita Bedell- Classified 
Manager; and Mary Tegge- 
Classified Sales Representative. 

The committee began in October 
organizing for this program which 
involved writing an article in the six 
weekly MCN newspapers to let area 
residents know about the Christmas 
project. 

The article included information 
on how a needy family could send in 
a letter explaining their circum- 
stances and why they are in need of 
assistance during the holiday sea- 
son. 


By Nov. 25 more than 400 letters 
were delivered to the MCN office on 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne. The 
Christmas Wishes staff read each 
and every letter, checking some 
over twice, to find out which fami- 
lies were most in need. 

Many sad circumstances were 
shared from the families with the 
MCN staff which included some 
youngsters not even having a warm 
winter coat to wear or a couple, 
both disabled, who barely have 
enough food to eat because they are 
surviving on food stamps and social 
security. 

The MCN Christmas committee 
visited many businesses in the 
Western Wayne County area with 
the letters asking for assistance in 
fiilfilling each request. 

Most all of the businesses were 
very receptive to offering their as- 


sistance. 

Perhaps one of the most out- 
standing supporters of the 
Christmas Wish program was 
Theresa Stanton and the employees 
of the Walnut Ridge Collectibles. 

The group gathered more than 
$1,000 in clothing, food and toys for 
a family which lost everything in a 
fire six years ago. They even pur- 
chased a Christmas tree for the fam- 
ily. 

Target in Livonia was also a large 
contributor to the program. When 
Woloskie first approached store 
manager Donna Sneddon, a West- 
land resident, she said the store 
could give $600 worth of toys to the 
needy families. 

However, when Woloskie and 
Dewey arrived Dec. 16 to gather all 
the toys, Target increased their do- 
nation to $1,000. 


Other businesses who went 
above and beyond the call of duty 
included: JC Penney-$250; Auto- 
line-$450; Tyme Auto-$5,000; Tri- 
County Mattress- $1,000; Terry 
Harder-$1,000; Romulus IGA-$100; 
and Plagens Market-12 turkeys. 

Wilcox gave more than $500 to 
purchase toys and clothing for the 
area families. 

“It’s great to see all the support 
from businesses and residents in 
these communities,” said Wilcox. 
“You never know what is in store for 
you tomorrow. Any of us could be in 
that situation one day. I hope to con- 
tinue this program for many more 
years.” 

After all of the toys, clothing and 
food were collected for the families, 
the MCN Christmas staff then dis- 
tributed the gifts. 

This project was a success not 
only due to the time volunteered by 
the MCN Christmas staff but, more 
importantly, because of the gener- 
osity of the businesses and resi- 
dents in the Western Wayne County 
area.

Tragic death of daughter remains painful 
for mother taking care of grandchi dren

It’s devastating to have a daugh- 
ter murdered ruthlessly and in 
front of her own children. 

Johnnie Tate will not forget 
March 28. 1993 when her daughter 
Yvette Noel Tate was taken from 
her by a Superior Township killer 
who shot his victim between the 
eyes for no apparent reason. 

Her children, Cody, Lynita, and 
Andrew' are now under the care of 
their grandmother, Johnnie Tate, 
who helps them every day get over 
the pain of the loss of their mother. 

“It has been rough,” said Tate. 
“I’ve found myself being sick a lot. I 
really haven’t had a chance to even 
cry. I would like to go to therapy 
myself, but my insurance doesn’t 
cover therapy. I receive aid from the 
state and social security to pay for 
the bills.” 

Tate said her finances had been 
stable until August of this year 
when she ended up at the hospital 
twice in less than two months for 



various illnesses. 

“I do work, but I haven’t had a 
good two weeks work since August,” 
said Tate. “I would very much like 
to give a Christmas to my grand- 
children. They deserve to have a lit- 
tle happiness in their life.” 

Lynita, 7, Andrew, 9, and Cody, 5, 
are in need of school clothes and 
winter coats. 

Michigan Community Newspapers 
(MCN) is providing these gifts along 
with JC Penny. MCN officials are 
also searching for a hospital or 
clinic to provide Tate with therapy 
as a Christmas gift. 

Tate said the children are well 
aware that their mother was killed, 
and it will take some time before 
their wounds heal from the trauma- 
tic incident.

As a young couple establishing a 
family, Kelly and Alan Wagner have 
struggled against some unfortuate 
odds to provide food and shelter for 
their children. 

The Wagners and their three chil- 
dren share a duplex in the Nor- 
wayne area of Westland where they 
were forced to move following a 
house fire that destroyed every- 
thing the family owned. 

“We lost everything in the fire,” 
said Kelly. “We were a young couple 
just starting out and we didn’t have 
renter’s insurance.” 

Nearly six years later the Wag- 
ners are still finding it difficult to 
provide for their three children as 
Alan is now on disability relating to 
an attack that happened months af- 
ter the house fire. The 31-year- old, 
struck from behind during a vicious 
attack, suffered two collapsed lungs 
and external injuries. Wagner spent 
the next 10 days in ICU and approx- 
imately two weeks in the hospital. 

“After about four days they told 
my wife I wouldn’t make it,” said 
Alan. “But I did.” 

Born-again Christians, the couple 


turned to their faith and the love for 
their children to get them through 
the next few years. As the holiday’s 
approach though, the husband and 
wife are constantly reminded their 
children go without the simple plea- 
sures so many take for granted. 

“It breaks our hearts because we 


can’t even get a tree let alone orna- 
ments or gifts,” said Kelly. “Our fam- 
ily truly needs one day to rejoice.” 

After reading about the Michigan 
Community Newspaper-sponsored 
Christmas Wish Program, Kelly 
wrote a letter explaining the fam- 
ily’s situation and asking for anv 


help the staff could provide so that 
her children wouldn’t go without 
this Christmas. 

“To see the twinkle in their eyes 
would be the best gift my husband 
and I could receive,” wrote Kelly. 
“We pray that you can provide our 
children with one day this year to 
celebrate.” 

Answering her prayers was the 
sister of an MCN employee. 

Theresa Stanton, 21, learned of 
the Wagner family’s plight and ral 
lied her friends, family and co- 
workers to provide a Christmas to 
remember. 

“Kelly’s letter brought tears to 
my eyes,” said Stanton. “I couldn’t 
imagine those three children going 
without anything this Christmas. 
With help from my family and 
friends we were able to buy a 
Christmas tree, food and gifts for 
the whole family.” 

Stanton’s generosity didn’t stop 
there, more than $600 worth of orna- 
ments were donated by the Walnut 
Ridge Collectible company where 
the 21-year-old is employed, along 
with a full Christmas dinner, winter 
coats for the entire family,

They are doing the best that they 
can for their four children, but an 
illness in a Romulus family has 
caused financial hardship for Tracy 
Borders and her husband. 

Willie Borders is unable to work 
since he has had four emergency 
heart bypass surgeries. 

“Just trying to make ends meet 
each month is hard,” said Tracy Bor- 
ders. “My husband’s medical bills 
are so high he doesn’t even go to the 
doctor any more. He still needs to go 
to get his prescriptions, but we can’t 
afford it. 

“It scares me because he had two 
heart attacks right before his by- 
pass surgery. Without his medica- 1 
tion.

Willie Borders was working as a 
spray painter for several industrial 
businesses in the area before he be- 
came ill.

we can.” 

With an income of $790 a month, 
the Borders have only a few dollars 
left after all the bills are paid. 

“We do not receive food stamps 
or any other type of assistance,” 
said Tracy Borders. “There is no ex- 
tra money for birthdays, school 
trips or anything else. Every penny 
we spend is on our children. 

“We just keep a roof over their 
heads and food on the table. Any 
help would be greatly appreciated.”

Life is very precious, and one 
Wayne family is counting their 
blessings this holiday season having 
survived a near-fatal accident that 
could have ended the life of Gary 
Wethington. 

On Oct. 26 a fire broke out in the 
basement refrigerator of the 
Wethingtons’ home.

I’ve 
taken on a part-time midnight wait- 
ressing job that pays $2.52 an hour 
plus whatever little tips I get. 

The fathers of my daughters don’t 
help me to support them in any way 
nor are they active in any other 
parts of their lives. In fact, they have 
never been to our home to visit. 

I had a roommate living with us 


to help pay some of the cost for rent, 
but she has left. November and De- 
cember rent has not been paid yet, 
nor do I see rent getting paid either. 

As anyone knows, trying to find 
housing with three small children is 
virtually impossible when you have 
no credit and no money. Our land- 
lord has already given us a seven- 
day eviction notice for non- pay- 
ment of rent. I receive money from 
Social Services but when I look at 
what’s coming in versus what needs 
to go out, I’m stuck in a grave 
situation. 

With Christmas just around the 
corner, my landlord around the cor- 
ner as well, I’m faced with a most 
terrible dilemma. Should I pay a 
partial rent and forget the children 
on Christmas in hopes that it will 
buy me time or should I buy toys 
and forget the landlord and end up 
at a shelter. God knows I don’t have 
the funds to do both. Please help me 
if you can. Thankyou and Merry 
Christmas.

Mother slowly recovers from shooting, children 
feared poor holiday until recent surprise gift 


Stalked by her ex-boyfriend who 
ultimately turned his rage into mur- 
der, Colleen Markey is desperately 
trying piece her life back together 
with the help of family and friends. 

Markey, 34, was asleep in her Ink- 
ster home Aug. 16 when her ex- boy- 
friend Ken Taylor kicked in the 
front door taking the life of Markey’s 
boyfriend at the time, Gordon Davis, 
before turning the gun on himself. 
In the shooting rampage, Markey 
was seriously injured as the result 
of a bullet wound to the chest. Part 
of her breast and stomach were re- 
moved by surgeons at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital in Ann 
Arbor where the single mother 
spent the next four weeks recover- 
ing. 

“It’s been a slow and painful re- 
covery,” said Markey. “I just take 
things one day at a time.” 

Living in a new home, Markey 
was finally reunited with her chil- 
dren in early December. The inju- 
ries she sustained from the shooting 
made it impossible for her to work 
or care for her children Angela, 15, 
Matthew, 7 and Amanda, 3. Markey 
wrote the Michipan Community
